Your committee has investigated the Cement Con- 


tainer Bill. Senate No. 10, now before the State Legis- 
lature, and wishes to report the following: 


1. That the bill is presumably a health measure, 


but in no way does it affect the 3200 men employed in 
the manufacture of cement in this State. The condi- 
tion of the man who packs the cement is not changed, 
while the man at the concrete mixer will be obliged to 
empty not only the cloth sack, but a paper sack as 
well, making more dust 


2. That 90?a of 90.000,000 barrels of cement man- 


ufactured in the. United States last year was packed 
in doth sacks, as is customary in this State. 


3. That not 1% of the time of the stevedores in 


California is employed in loading cement. 


4. That nearly one-half of the men employed in the 


manufacture of cement have been at the mills for 
over five years. 


5. That no State in the Union in which cement is 


made has a law that directly applies to the manufac- 
ture or packing of cement. 


6. That there are no ?iati.-tic5 showing- that cement 


is injurious to health, but there are statistics that it 
L? not injurious. 


7. That it will increase the cost of concrete con- 


struction in this State from §750,000 to $1,000,000 
annually. 


8. That such legislation i? wholly unnecessary: 


therefore, we strongly oppose the passage of the 
Cement Container Bill.

The Turks enjoyed

1783 Russia obtained possession of the Crimea, recognized by treaty j 
the year following. Following the war of 1828-29 the treaty of Had- j 
rianopie extended Russian privileges in the D2rd2^e..*s -7 giving 
merchant ships the right to pass as well as the undisputed right to 
navigate the Black Sea.

on Constantinople, each coveting it, but none willing that any other 
should have it. 
There is small doubt that because of this feeling 


on the part of the leading nations of Europe, Turkey has retained 
her autonomy as a nation through great difficulties. 
Had any of 


the powers considered themselves equal to the task of subjugating 
Turkey and taking over Constantinople there would have no doubt 
been an attempt made. 


The exigencies of war have now made it possible for England 


and France to award to their powerful ally on the east control of 
that region. 


The effect on hostilities in the event the city is captured are 


apparent. 
Russia can be reinforced with fresh levies of troops

Libraries to Replace Saloons. 


X 
Mayor Gill of Seattle is working in conjunction with the presi- 


dent of the State Library Board of Washington in an effort to estab- 
lish branch libraries, with meeting and lounging rooms, in districts 
where saloons are most abundant Prohibition, to take place January 
1,1916, will deprive many men of places of amusement, according to 
the theory of both the mayor and the head of the lifara'-y board. The 
latter favors providing checkers, chess and cards to entertain fre- 
quenters of the proposed reading rooms. 


This looks like a movement in the right direction and we may be 


pardoned for making an additional suggestion; that tobacco be 
permitted and that light refreshments be provided. The men who 
will" be attracted to such places from saloons will not be content to 
frequent places where one must sit silent lest he disturb others, nor 
will they take kindly to rules they will look upon as depriving them 
of what they consider harmless amusements. Games of chance or 
skill where the element of gambling is removed are no more harmful 
than an outdoor contest at croquet or baseball, and it is a well-known 
fact that habitual users of tobacco will not visit places where they are 
denied the use of nicotine. 


For this class of men card rooms and smoking rooms should be 


provided. 


There will be many who will oppose this plan, but they are of 


the class who know no compromise and decline to concede anything 
not strictly in accord with their own views of conditions. But as 
history shows and will continue to show that progress advances, not 
by leaps and bounds, but by slow and deliberate steps, it is- more 
than likely that objections from this class will amount to but little. 


Every change from extreme condition-in. the other direction is 


beneficial. If a man accustomed to drinking high-proof spirits can 
be induced to abandon the practice and substitute beer or light 


• wine, a victory for temperance has been achieved. If a man ac- 
customed to drinking ten glasses of beer a day can be induced to cut 
the quantity to five, another victory for temperance has been won. 


The great majority of drinkers do not indulge because of the sole 


desire for intoxication but for social reasons. Saloons are utilized 
by many individuals as meeting places where men meet to exchange 
views, tell stories, enjoy themselves playing cards or shaking dice and 
drinking is more or less incidental. Deprived of these privileges 
suddenly, those affected will seek in new fields similar recreation 
minus drinking and will endeavor to find a substitute for places of 
meeting. 


If the library idea is not bound by too many limitations the more 


intelligent habitues of the saloons will take kindly to the plan, but on 
the other hand if these individuals are restricted in conversation

We are all helping to build this 


monument, and perhaps in the future 
It will be that in our state, of which 
California women will be most proud. 


In these days of a preat Exposi- 


tion the pioneer families are coming 
straight to the foreground of activi- 
ties. It Is most interesting to listen 
to tales o* those early davs; one's 
only regret Ss that many of them are 
not in permanent form, part of the 
written history of California. 


Among the 
most Interesting of 


these pioneer women is Mrs. Isaac 
Requa. who for nearly forty years has 
lived at "Highlands," In Piedmont. 
comlny there from the great Com- 
stock lode in Nevada, from the great 
Consolidated 
Virginia mine, which 


made the wonderful fortunes of the 
great pioneer California milionaires. 


.Mr. Requa was' manager of the 


great "Chollar Potosl." which was the 
backbone of the Comstock lode, and 
at the Requa home, in those early 
mining- days, were entertained many 
•who were afterward Identified in the 
great financial world of Xew York. 
Mrs, Requa's description 
of those 


days which she calls happy ones are 
very colorful- Those were the days 
•when women rose to emergencies. 
when the domestic problem did not 
exlat, for domestics were few and far 
oetween. Great men in financial cir- 
cles, great mining experts, came to 
the Comstock lode. There was break- 
fast for them at 9 o'clock In the 
Requa. home; then they went down 
Into the many shafts of the great 
mines. At 4 o'clock there was din- 
ner, and afterward a drive over the 
celebrated "Gelger grade" in Xevada. 
and the "distinguished guests" from 
New York bocrded tie night train 
for the east. Perhaps In those days 
no woman tn all the west was better 
known than Mrs. Isaac Requa of the 
Chollar Potosl mine. The days were 
happy ones, full of work, of inter- 
esting activities, and no one could 
write a. more readable volume of 
those old-time days than Mrs. Isaac 
Requa. 


The wide measurements of those 


Nevada days meant much in charac- 
ter building, and in the new home in 
California, built almost forty years 
ago. they found a tine expression and 
made Mrs. Requa one of the leading 
women in the great philanthropies 
around the bay. 


Not far from her home was the 


humbler home of the James G. Fairs. 
In which their daughters. Tessie and 
Virginia Fair, were born. The gate 
was not always on its hinges, and the 
fence sometimes was down, but Mrs. 
Fair was always optimistic, always 
full of fun, and full of cheer for 
every one. And some of this happy 
way of looking upon life was passed 
on to her daughters, now Mrs. Her- 
mann Oelrichs and Mrs. William K. 
Vanderbiit Jr.. both of whom have I 
many friends not only on our coast 
but in Xetv York. 


Truly, those early day?, with their 


many responsibilities, brought wide 
"horizons to the woman of the time. 
There was Mrs. John W. Mackay. 
who toiled early and late In her hum- 
ble home on the edpe of the (treat 
Nevada mines. She has been for 
many 3-ears probably the hc^t known WTTRi;
